Hints for tho family. 

TIIINtiS XO'P (IKNKUAI.I.V KNOWN, 

Plants kept in the windows slioiikl 
he turned every moruing, or the liylit, 
btiikiiig one side only, will ilraw the 
plant to that side so that all its brnuch- 
t>s and leaves will turn t'jward the win- 
dow. 

When ctilor on a faln-ii' hiis hocn nc- 
cidontally or ollierwinc deslroyeLl hy 
acid, ammonia is applied to neutrali/.i; 
the aeid, til'Ler which an application of 
chloroform will, in almost nil caaos, 
restore the original color. The appli- 
cation of ammonia is common, but 
that of chloroform is hut little liiiown. 

If the heat of u room oceiipiod by 
an invalid is oppressive, it may ''o 
greatly lessened by hanging in ihu 
open windows some towels or canvas 
wetted. Water, in ptis.sin;.; from a 
litjnid to a giiseouH stuti', absor'.-H ca- 
loric. Tho ciiomictil jjroeoss will lower 
in a few minutes tho temperature of a 
room by five or six degrees, and the 
humidity distributed in the air makes 
the heat more supportable. 

Moths will work in carpets in rooms 
that are keiit warm in tho winter as 
well as in the summer. A sure method 
of removing tho pesls is to pour strong 
alum water on the floor to tho distance 
of half a yard around the edges be- 
fore laying tho carpets. Then once or 
twice during the season sprinkle dry 
salt over the carpet before sweeping. 
Insects do not like salt, and sutHcieut 
adheres to the carpet to prevent their 
alighting upon it. 

Those who are in the habit of scald- 
ing their tomatoes before paring them 
can hardly think how much nicer they 
are without tho scalding. It is not so 
difficult to pare a fully ripe tomato 
without the scalding when one gets in 
the habit of doing it. If one is par- 
ing those not fully ri|)e they should 
have a sharp thin knife, and pare from 
tho blossom to the stem, in stutul of 
around like an apple. If they are not 
smooth one can cut them apart in the 
creases, and thus get at the skin. 

It is always important to know bow 
to choose meat in buying. (>.■>. beef 
should be of fine grain or tlln-c, the 
liesb or lean of a bright rod color and 
fi.im; the fat white, and distribute.! 
throughout the lean; it should not bo 
yellow or semifluid. If the meat is 
entirely lean it will bo tough and its 
nutritive power low. Veal is dry if 
fresh. It should bo close grained. If 
the meat is moist and lliihby it is 
stale. Mutton should be of clear deep 
pink tint; firm and with a hbeial sup- 
ply of fat. Fine wether mutton may 
bo recognized by the presence of a 
small mass of fat on the upper part 
of the leg. It is more nutritious than 
ordinary" mutton, and the darker its 
tint.tho liner its flavor. Pork should 
be of a pale pink tint, and the fat very 
firm. If it is soft, or if tho fat yellow, 
tho meat is bad. If it is semifluid the 
animal has probably been fed on flesh.

A Fearful Tragedy. 

Two Uaiidi'ciil PilttriinH Drotvnod in India. 



A correspondent writes to tho ^Ma- 
dras "Mail" from Madura on August 
8th: "Intelligenoe has been received 
at this station of a frightful catastro- 
phe whitib bofol a party of pilgrims to 
the Mahalingham shrino, on tho Tm- 
novelly frontier, on tho evening of 
Sunday last. If wo are to believe the 
reports of returned pilgrims, more than 
two hundred persons wex"e drowned 
under circumstances of tho most heart- 
r(>iidin^ ehariicior. Thirty-three of 
the Madura pilgrims have been either 
carried away by the mountain torrenl 
or are missing : and it is frightful to 
think how many more from Teunevel- 
ly or other parts may have shared the 
same fate. 

'i ho shrine in question stands on the 
summit of one of the Haduragiri his 
(literally four hills) which form a por- 
tion of the Baptoor estate, though in- 
cluded in tho Tinnevolly district. The 
iliieetiou from Madura is stntth soiitli- 
west, and tlie distanco lifly mih;s. 
What ijartieular manifestation of Siva 
this shrine was built to coinmemorato 
I cannot at present tell, nor is it known 
whoro the first devotee from whom the 
present one traces an unbroken line of 
succession established himself; but, 
however, that might have been, thou- 
sands of people from all parts of the 
eonntry lluek thither in thi.s ])artof the 
yvAU-, to get cured of fancied or real 
evil«' and, if possible to lay by a store 
of blessings for themselves and their 
cbihiren. From the base of tho hill a 
long circuitous path le.ads us to ihi! 
shrino for a distance of teu miles or 
so, along fearful chasms and deep 
meandering mountain torrents ami 
through meshes of canebrake or other 
underwood. 

Tho pilgrims, arrived at tho shrine, 
used to pass a night or so in the jun- 
gle without anything Hko a roof over 
their heads. 'J'he dry bed of the 
mouutain torrent ^hat skirts the shrine 
used to be their quarters, and there 
they cooked and ate their meals, sang 
anil danced anil otherwise made them- 
selves comfortablo. On tho evening 
of Sunday last there was the same 
spectacle as used to be in former 
years — -thousands of men, women and 
ohililrcn weretalkiiif^orontiug or dancing 
in the samly beil, huudroils of sheep ami 
fowls, brought up to bo saerilieed, 
stood iumornful groups, each waitm;,' 
its turn; some pilgrims, more religious 
then the rest, wore rolling in front of 
the shrino or performing other equally 
curious ovrlutionH; in fact everything 
wont on without a hitch. 

At;") P.M. there was a tremendous 
shower ot rain; ton minutes later the 
hitherto dry bed was full, and tho 
water rushed headlong, carrying those 
who couM not foice their way thr<)ii;.li 
the crowd, and the .L;eiierai I'onf iision 
was reiiiiered still more ilreadful h\ 
thti darkness. ^Maiiy ileael bodies, iu- 
tereeijtetl by roots and bushes, were 
picked up in tho bed; a good many 
wore seen lloating on towards the 
Waptraj) tank; some were found jam- 
med between stones, and only a very 
few of the il l-starrei_l lot saved thiMu- 
selves by catching hold of some friend- 
ly bough.

The !Law Iiibrary. 

Tbo signs of decay in tlio Local t!i)v- 
ernment buvo been apiiarcnt ever Binco 
the Island oloctinus rcaultod so disas 
triously for their intorostH; and wo pro- 
pbecied a month ago, that the rats would 
soon bo found leaving tlio sinking ship. 
But when we thus wrote we did n(jt an- 
ticipato that the King of all the Kata 
would be the first to take the plunge. Wo 
referred only to the small-fry — the fol- 
lows that are satisfied with the crumbs — 
not to the overgrown beggars that walk 
off with a whole cheese at onoe and leave 
the others to quarrel over the scraps. It 
appears, howovor, that while the littlo 
rodents havo thus far remained true the 
big rats are ah-cady showing eigiis of do- 
sortioQ. On Sunday morning wo pub- 
lishod an article advocating the establish- 
ment of a Law Library for the use of 
Judges, Lawyers and Legislators, and for 
the protection of the public. In previous 
articles it bad been pointed out that some 
of the Statutes in iorce here were in a 
most incomplete and unsatisfactory state; 
that instead of recapitulating the clauses 
of certain English Acts which were made 
applicable to us. they merely referred the 
seeker after legal information to the Eng- 
lish Acts themselves, thus coui[iolling a 
man to consult and fee a lawyer wlio is 
the happy possessor of the English Sta- 
tutes referred to, or to embark in litiga- 
tion which, had the clauses been printed 
with our Aot.he would never have dream- 
ed of doing. The necessity of a Law Li- 
brary, under this strange state of things, 
must be apparent to every one. The Gov 
ernment promised, in the Opening Speech, 
to bring down an Act to recite these 
clauses; but thoy did not do it, and to 
ooinpeusato the comruunity for their 
broach of faith iu that respect the Attor- 
ney General introduced into the Estimates 
the following item: 

LAW LIBK.VRY SIOOO! 

Previous to asking for this sum, the 
Government bad expended $2600 in the 
construction of a new wing to the Su- 
premo Court linilding in wliicli to iilace 
this Librai-v. Tbnsu two items malic ii 
total of S35U0 a.sked of uud v., ted bv tlii' 
Legislature for A L.WV J.IUUAKY! It 
will bo heen that 'Ihc Colom.-t cilitorial 
merely backed up the policy of the Oov- 
ernment in this respect, and we certainly 
think that the Standard man — who draws 
83971 per annum from tho Governmont 
for worthless advertising, and whose bro- 
ther gets of ( rovcrn mont money c?."> a day 
at N'ow Wehtiuinster for doing nothing — 
if he bad not tbo brains to leatl, might at 
least have bad the good taste to follow in 
our wake, instead of throwing cold water 
on the scheme which, as we have shown, 
was the Governments and not ours! Yi's, 
reader, the Govoi nment scheme for a Law 
Library is denounced in yesterday 's 
dard with all tho coarseness ami vituper- 
ation that a low mind could invent. Were 
wo not right when we said that tho rats 
would soon be found deserting tho sink- 
ing ship ?

This toG.OOO per annum now 
literally wasted would run a small re- 
venue steamer, and instead of being any 
drain on the treasury, would result in 
law, order and protection. It is also a 
unwarranted waste of public monev, this 
moving the troops up to and down from 
Sitka ON er3' two or three years, with tbo 
incrouse of their supplies counted in.

Tragedy in Wiiitochapcl. 

(From tlic- Daily Tuloijniiili, 3ei)t. KUli.) 

Shortly after five o'clock on Saturday 
evening a terrible murder was discovered 
in a singular manner. It appears that 
about 4o'clock a young man (whoso name 
is Storks or Stokes) was accosted in 
Whiteclinpel, near the church, by a 
young woman, who asked him to carry 
two parcels to a cab. Sho was afterwards 
joined by a man who drove up in a four- 
wheeled cab (No. 8,005.) Ho told the 
driver to wait, as ho had a good faro, and 
requested him to keep his seat while ho 
proceeded to fetch some luggage from 
his town residencu. The young man on 
entering the front room of a warehouse 
in Vine court, Whitechai)el. to which ho 
had been directed, waH horrified by no- 
tisingtho mutilated hand of a dead body 
protuding slightly from ono of tho bun- 
dles, which viero wrapped in American 
leather. A strong ollluvium arose from 
tho contents of tho other parcel, but ho 
kept his own counsol and did not make 
any remarks. In about live minutes after 
entoriag the building tho man got into 
tho enb and received tho parcels from 
Stokes, and directly afterwards t he you- g 
woman entered and sat beside tho man, 
both having their backs towards tho 
driver, and tho packages being deposited 
beneath the back soat. The man then 
ordered the cabman to drive towards 
London Bridge, and immediately the ve- 
hicle started Storks, with groat presence 
of mind, determined lo follow it. On 
Hearing King William street, City, Storks 
became almost (.'xhausted through calling 
out to the policemen he met to stop tho 
cab, but it is said they took no notice 
whatever of his cries. In passing over 
London Bridge, owing to tho great trallic, 
the cab proceeded at a slow pace, but 
Storks still failed to draw the attention 
of the police to tho case until he arrived 
in tho Borough. In tho meantime tho 
man and woman had not tho slightest 
suspicion whatever that their movements 
were being watched so closely, and on 
nearing the Hen and Chickens, the for- 
mer ordered the cabman to halt at an 
empty house in tho High-street. .\t this 
junoturo the notice of two nolice con- 
stables, Nos. -18 and 290 of the M divi- 
sion, was attrasted to tho persons in the 
cab, and Storks having briefly- recounted 
to them Ilia adventures and his suspicious 
they opened the cab-door and requested 
the man to inform them of the contents 
of the parcels. A very offensive eflluvi- 
nm then pervaded tho cab, and the of- 
ficers ordered the cabman to drive to tho 
Stonesend Police Court in tbo Borough. 

When tlio p{dieo there opened ono of 
the parcels, which was wrapped up in 
American canvas, they found in the re- 
mains of a human body. The contents 
consisted, in fact, of the decomposed 
trunk of a female adult. The parcel had 
been sewed up ie a very careful manner, 
but one siile was loft slightly open, and 
the lingcra of the corpse were protuding. 
The contents of tho second bundle con- 
sisted of the head of a female, apparentlj- 
about 2-1 years of ago, but it was in such 
a decomposed state and was so covered 
with lime that it was impossible to tell 
her exact age. Her auburn hair was par- 
tially burnt oft' the crown of her head 
through the action of tho lime, and tho 
eyes were not discernible. Tho urmsand 
logs, which had been amputated in a very 
unskilful manner, wore also in the parcel. 

LATEST I-AUTleKLAIiS. 

There is every reason to believe tliat 
the tragedy in suuo of its details resem- 
bles that committed by tho notorious 
Oreenacro many years ago. Tho prison- 
er Wainright is a married man, about 45 
years of age, l)ut is living apart from his 
wife and ehildrin, of whom ho has sever- 
al. For some years ho carried on tho bu- 
siness of a brush and mat manufacturer, 
at No. 81. next to tho Pavillion Thoatro, 
Whitochapol, and at No. 215, nearly op- 
posite, and in close proximity to tho Roy- 
al Ottk public house. Up to Juno last ho 
gupplibd some of the police stations, at 
the East end with brushes and cleansing 
materials, but from some cause or other 
his contract was put an end to. About 
niuo ninnths ago a mysterious tiro occur- 
red on his jiremises. No. 81, and desj)ite 
ttie efforts of the hromen and polics, the 
flames, which were believed to have lieen 
fed by some inflammable substance, burn- 
ed So fiercely that tho house and sliop 
were completidy giittihl, and tho contcuits 
d'jatroyed. It is said that Wainwright 
wan insured in the Sun Fire Ofiice for 
iLi.OOl), that the chiini was disputed on 
tho ground of certain suspicious oironm- 
stancea which transpired, that a less sum 
was ofTored to he taken, and that as the 
ollico refused to accdoto tho olfor an ac- 
tion at law was brought against them, and 
is now pending trial in one of the Super- 
ior tJourts at Wchl minster. Wainwright, 
immediately after I li'> fire, ai)[)ear(.'d to 
he in altered circninstanci's, altliough he 
was a man who was appiuenlly fcuul of 
loose society, was fr-'inionlly to bo seen 
in tho coin))any of persons of disreputable 
character, especially women, in taverns 
at the East-eiid; it is also assertoil that so 
embarrassed was ho in circumstances that 
ho was obliged to petition tho Court of 
Bankruptcy for a second time, and when 
that occurred he gave up possession of 
his house and shop, No. 215, to his credi- 
tors aiK^. their assignee. The furniture 
and stock were sidd, and the house was 
entircdy •.'iiiiit led. 

Ill the rear of tho tenement, and run- 
ning at righl angles to it, is a small threo- 



pos^^Ksi(,n of ii, and it is at present a 
mvHtnry lunv the women and her murdor- 
ei- could have gained access. It is sur- 
mised that bfr assassin, whoever ho was, 
had ojioued the door with a falso key, and 
that sho was induced to enter, that whilst 
there was foully murdered, and her body 
dissevered with the object of getting it 
buried and so concealing the tragedy.
